SMASHED ALL RECORDS
Fritz Knowies Hit the Ball Hard and

Often.Never Misses.
While few are aware of it, the bat-

ting record of the world was probabiy
broken last Saturday afternoon by Fritz
Knowies, the star second-baseman for
the Manchester team, when they played
the Fulton Brownies two games, the
first lastlng eleven innings ar.d the sec¬

ond going the regular nine.
ln the two contests Knowies faced the

two crack pitchers of the Brownies ten
times, and out of this t umber of oppor-
tunities to swat the ball he secured no

less than six base hits, a truly remark¬
able record, since it gives his an ave-

rage of .600 for the two conflicts. In ad¬
dition to thia Knowies never failed to
connect with the ball. and the only rea¬

son that his average is not absolutely
perfect is because one of the outnelders
on the opposing team was fast enough to

get under three long fly balls which
looked very much like safe hits.
In each game Knowies secured three

hits, but as the first was an eleven in-
ning recital, he carne to the bat six
times. thus pulling his average for the
day down considerably. Had this conflict
lasted the usual nine, his average for the
day would have been .750 instead of .600.
On this contest his percentage was only
.500. In the last game of the day he came

up four times and swa'tted safely thrice.
giving him an average on this contest
of .750.
The season batting record for the world

is held by La Joie, who now plays sec¬

ond base for the Cl&veland team of the
American League. being a trtfle over .425.
It was made last year and is regarded
as remarkable. But should Fritz Knowies
continue to biff the ball as he did last
Saturday La Joie's record will be smashed
to smithereens.
